B t fo i tr the beg :f o n i n g of t h e m I a r sy atem , t hat g ren t 1 ti n g w ? iom me 51 
ordinarily calf God—the Gtxl of this system—and whom theosophists 
often refer 10 as the Solar Logoi, held within flia life and consciousness, 
inseparably united with him, ah so ids that were to evolve and progress 
under His guidance* They were sent forth into matter by an act of His 
tviJI, nnd although they remain for ever in louch with their divine source* 
they descend lower and lower into matter* taking upon themselves 
denser and denser bodies as they pass downward from plane to plane, 
until they reach this physical world where the inner light is so obscured 
Sri the darkness ot materiality that their origin is forgotten. 

All beings alike have this divine beginning, no matter what their 
present status maybe, whether good or evil, savage or civilised, whether 
losing through the human kingdom or through some state below or 
above this—and them are countless mill ions bulh Sower and higher than 
man—and no matter 'm what state they arc, functioning* whether the 
sublimest spiritual or the grossest material Those that now rank ar 
great Saints of superhuman spiritual Intelligences have In bygone ccon? 
passed through the mud of earth, or at least through some low!> 
condition akin to that in which we now find ourselves; and iho$e who 
aow struggle and fail in the storms oE' temptation and the mists of 
ignorance v i.\ in future stand forth in the sunlight o i the spirit and 
manifest the wisdom they will have gained during thetr long pilgrimage 
through matter. 

So tils come forth into manifest a hurt to gain experience. In jfiow 
in wisdom* in love, and in power; and they can only do this by comine 

Into practical touch with die world arjiind them, by cxiierimenting ar d 
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then learning from she result. Power is gained by th t exercise of 
practical ability, by going out into the world a bc living the life of action» 
by doing all man net of works, some wise, many unwise, and by 
registering within the soul the consequences that follow from each?. Love 
Is developed by realising gradually the common spiritual nature that 
animates all beings; and although this begins with the most crudely 
selfish desire for pleasure-giving objects, \i is. very slowly refined into 
unselfish sympathy and compassion after parsing through countless 
bitter experiences that force home upon us the distinction between acts 
that result in luting satisfaction and those which, although temporarily 
attractive, are followed by a preponderance of dissatisfaction atid pain* 
Wisdom is developed at the same time and by the same experiences ns 
it tost that call forth in us out capacity for power and for love; by 
noli Jig why some actions are successful and others in the long run are 
the reverse; why some desirable objects give sat i si action and plea-an: ness 
while others, apparently equally desirable, prove ultimately to be pain- 
giving; arid by gathering up within the soul the generalised results of 
these experiences gained in past ages and possessed by us to-day as a 
kind of innate untaught spiritual instinct 

Man, at the present stage rtf his evolutionary career, may be said to 
be at about the half-way point of his pilgrimage. He is for distant from 
the starting point from which beset ovtt, is deeply immersed in matter, 
has forgotten his spiritual origin, and is not yet sufficiently progressed 
to realise the grandeur and dignity that will be hta when be has sur- 
mourned the limitations of his present condition and lias achieved the 
final mastery over matter. The experiences through which we have 
passed in remote ages have been worked into the very fabric of the soul 
itself and are there contained as innate faculty, something that is born 
with the child and that often begins to show itself in the earliest years 
of life with little or no definite guidance from parrni* or tuition from 
teachers, and which, if not so born, is practically not acquired at all 
during life. 

The process by which experience is gained and the faculties of the 
soul are drawn om is that of intercourse with the environment. Action 
and reaction go on between man and the world in which he is function¬ 
ing, as the result of which power and practical ability are called forth, 
discrimination between pleasure and pa in-giving; objects is obtained, 
and understanding of the method of life and the nature of the world ia

gained. The soul in its material vehicle lias impacts poured upon it 
Iroin outside sources and by agencies not itself, sotme pleasant and 
many unpleasant; some the result of its own actions, but others 
experienced through no promptings of its own. Existence is felt to be 
satisfactory and life is prolonged in proportion as man is able to adapt 
Id in self to the conditions and necensilips of the world around him, or in 
proportion as he is successful in altering those conditions by the 
exercise of his own skill. But when, on the contrary, he fails in the 
continuous adjustment of himself to hi* surroundings, or when he is 
too weak or lexr unskilled to change a disadvantageous environment 
into ope dial fur?hers his wi-H-bcing, existence is unsuccessful and life 
is shone ned 

From the point of view of any evolving being, whether belonging to 
the human or any other kingdom, the uDiverse is divided into two great 
parts; firstly, the being, souT man or creature; and secondly, its 
environment, the rest of the surrounding universe. Multitude a of 
stimuli of various kinds coming from the environment, the Not-self, fall 
upon the man, the Ht If, and evoke responses within, each according to 
its kind. Vibrations in the ether call out sensations of light and heat; 
those ip the air, sensations of sound; arid on with the rest of the 
sense ■, each is stimulated in' - notion by someth mg in the No?-self and 
each is the can sc of some change of consciousness within the Self 
Experience of the world is gained in this way \ for sensations are com¬ 
bined into groups, which are again as^ioctaied in larger groups, and the 
whole is classified, analysed, and synthesised in the mind until in the 
process of time it forms sn accurate representation within of the nature 
and condition of things without, so that the man can act upon it and 
live out his life safely in accordance with it 

It will be observed that this whole process consists in the outer 
world, the Not-self, mirroring itself in, or evoking an accurate corres¬ 
pondence of itself flop’s, the Self, die matTs consciousness. For every¬ 
thing that exists In the world of nature without there is a correspond¬ 
ence established with something in the world of cop&dousnes^. within. 
The taste of an apple is a fragment of inner experience that cor res » 
pomes to certain properties possessed by an object in the outer world, 
which may also be proved to possess other properties capable of giving 
rise to other experiences within. The sound of a gun really exists 
only m consciousness; its outer correspondence consists at ccruiu 
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vibrations hi the atmosphere, JTnfr aen&adon red is ^tibjccfive, belongs 
only to the Self; in the Not+self ii is nothing but vibrations of a 
certain rate in the ether. The idea of a * horse r is a complex association 
of a great variety of sensations, each based upon some concrete ex¬ 
perience, snd the whole blended togetlier in one. The idea of H truth ‘ 
is sliil mor* complex and Is called forth by a far larger scries or 
sensations* which have been classified and generalised in consciousness 
until the abstract idea has resulted* 

The belief that man* the microcosm or lit tie universe, is an image 
©f the macrocosm or great universe, which is itself, in Swedenborg's 
phrase, a Grand Man, is extremely ancienU It can be examined and 
demoo&t rated from more than one point of view; and from the pre¬ 
ceding paragraphs it will he seen that from the psychological point 
of view the whole growth and evolution of the sou! may be represented 
as a process by which man becomes a more and more complete image 
of the outer world of things. Consciousness mirrors the uni verse; 
the world is reflected in the man and although this . rtces* has small 
and humble beginnings., it is essential for ihe very existence of intelli¬ 
gence, and ever tends to approach nearer to perfection. Finally mil 
experience will be possessed by man, and he will be a perfect repre¬ 
sentation of the universe hi which he moves* 

We have seen that impacts from without cal! forth responses from 
within, and that the idea or feeling must correspond exactly to the 
outer scheme of things at the moment* The universe may be sym¬ 
bolised by a* circle across which runs a diameter dividing it into two 
halves. Cue of these halves stands for the objective universe of the 
Nat-self, and the other for the subjective universe of the Self, and 
these two exactly match each other. 

Astrological!?, these two universes, the outer and the inner, are 
classified in terms of planets and signs. The impacts from without 
are poured upon us from the heavenly bodies; upon the growing body 
from conception to birth, and upon the self-conscious human being 
from birth to death* These impacts fall upon our senses, and they 
proceed from objects of every description, animate and inanimate, 
conscious and uricotiscions; and when property classified these are 
the things that are said to be ruled or governed by the planets, in the 
sense that iron and weapons of war arc governed by Mars, bocks and 
writings by Mercury, and so on- ine responses to these impacts 
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consist of psycho-physiological changes in body and in consciousness; 
that is 10 say, of psychologic^! changes, which are feeling k, ideas, and 
volitions, and physiological changes, which are states, of bodily health.; 
and when da allied ;hese are Ihc types of Character and person that are 
said to be ruled or bestowed by the pLaftcts, in the sense that Mars rule?* 
coilrag-o and feverish states of health, and Mercury rules thought and 
the nerve*; aod so on* 

All things may be classified astrotngirally in this way, and such a 
classification might be carried out in considerable detail. From the 
standpoint of any given human being, -he total universe, objective and 
subjective, with all possible changes therein, is included under three 
heads. Firstly, there is the outer world of tilings innumerable* each of 
them governed by one or other of 11 te placets, astrological ly speaking; 
and L; is is the Mot-self. Secondly, there is the inner world of the Self, 
its Mates and changes, it* thoughts* feelings, and volitions; all again 
grouped under planets. And, thirdly there arc bodily conditions and 
functionings, similarly classified under planetary eldership; and this is 
intermediate between the other two, for body or vehicle serves the 
purpose of bringing the Sell and the Not-ficlf into relation with each 
other, and in the concrete representation of that relation. 

In these three regions of the total universe, if our knowledge and 
skill were sufficient, we might seek and expect to find three different 
presentations of a fly person's horoscope* The first would be discovered 
in the outer universe ; and of course, it is here that we look for and find 
the actual signs, planets, and aspects which are symbolised and 
tabulated in the map of the nativity; it is al*o here that folklore and 
popular legends incline man) to search fot omens and auguries of every 
description, which shall indicate the course of events according to the 
various methods of divination that have been followed I om ancient to 
modern times, The second would be the Inner world of consciousness, 
in the stales and potentialities of which the experienced mind might 
trace a perfect representation and correspondence of the ouier planets 
and signs* with all their consequences, good and evil; and this is that 
which has been rightly termed the horoscope within. The third is the 
body* where spirit and matter meet during life* where Self is brought 
into relation with Not-self, and every part of which is ruled by the 
heavenly bodies and is modelled in accordance with their positions in 
die zodiac at birth; for it is here that the study of physiognomy, if 
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perfected, would discover not only the character of a man hut his fare 
and fortune also, and would prove the tn>dy to be a kind of living hero 
scope. The same remark holds good of the inner bodies o( man; for 
most readers will be familiar with the idea that the experienced and 
highly trained clairvoyant can read the character and much of the past 
and future of a person from an inspection of his astral and higher 
vehicles of consciousness. 

At llie moment of birth these three h^ro* copes arc in complete 
agreement: the planetary and zodiacal positions are a perfect repre¬ 
sentation of the physical personality in which the soul is intended tn 
function during ] fe; and birth takes place when this harmony without 
and within is complete,

The following is a short and condensed tabic of the rulcrshlp .»f 
Sun, Moon, and planets, c has died according to the threefold method 
jti^t explained. It h a brief epitome, made from the ordinary practical 
point ol' view, for convenience of reference; a fuller and more philo¬ 
sophical account or each will he given in subsequent chapters. 

The Sim, w fht outer uwrfd, signifies the King, Emperor, President 
or chieftain, as ihe head of the nation ; princes, the nobility* all 
dignitaries and important personages in city or county, and represen¬ 
tatives or die King or die nation, such as Viceroys; anyone who is 
exalted in position* superiors in general, down to the employer, and 
the husband as head of Use household. H represents these not as 
private persons hut only in respect of their relative position or rank. 
It signifies the places in which such persons carry on their character¬ 
istic activities, such as palaces, official residences, large or grain! 
edifices, perhaps theatres; bankers, minters, money; gold and gold¬ 
smiths, diamonds, the colour orange. In some lists ruby, carbuncle, 
and other stones are included ; also i*:v.terers* braziers, coppersmith* 
but these are doubtful or are only to be taken as representative of 
ornament* luxury, and display in general, it governs sunlight arid 
ah vital and other forces that proceed from the Sun and flow 
through the solar system, enabling life and all activities to be 
carried on. 

Ih a>H*$m r iintsx. it signifies power, the ^ctisc of dignity, authority, 
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grandeur, pride, ostentation. ambition* ardour, generosity, will* and 
k vitalises desire as well as wisdom. 

In body\ it rule?, rhe hears and circulation, arteries, eyes, spinal 
cord* and the vitas force. 

Tub Moon, in Ikt outer world, signifies mothers and women, 
c;enerai 1 y, female qccu patii.■ ns and th<■ se \v L.: f >','■■ v; them, sitr l .. : am aid 
servants, nurses, mkKvives; in the state, the Queen and women of title* 
also the common people \ water and liquids in general, and persons who 
follow oren pat ions connected with those, sailors, fishermen* brewers, 
publicans, ships, harbours, places and houses near water, travellers, 
vehicles, baths, food; colours violet and si-wry white; metal silver, 
moonstone, opj-X and milk-white stones. 

In comeieu&its&i it signifies sensation, instincts, impulses; feelings 
belonging to homo and domestic life; ideas th al are not abstract but 
are applied to concrete purposes and practical ends; cautiousness* 
economy, receptivity* imagination* impressionability, changeableness* 
aoine kinds of psychic faculty and medtunwhip. 

In bodv t it signifies in a general sen^e the substance of the body as 
distinguished from the vitality i lowing through it; the stomach and 
digestion, bladder, breasts* womb, child-bearing* ihe female functions, 
the nervous system in part, especially the cerebellum, the base of the 
brain, and lower ganglia ; the eyes ; the etherte double of the body. 

MERcmtv, in th* mtttr world, signifies schools, colleges, and ail 
places where teaching and learning go on. scientific and literary 
institutions, printing’works* publishing offices, and all who are occupied 
at these places ; writers, editors^ authors* &• leakers* teachers, professors, 
men of science* thinkers, lawyer*, booksellers* books, post-offices* 
messengers. It ha* some general significance in connection with 
merchants of all sorts, in so Car as the} 1 require to exercise skill 
and intelligence; also in connection with servants, employees, 
skilled workers and artificers* Colour yellow* metal quicksilver, 
topaz. 

In cofisriousues&i it signifies thought* understanding* reason, in¬ 
telligence; intellect; the abstract kinds of these rather than the concrete 
knowledge Tor its own sake apart from any practical application or 
from any question of right or wrong; cunning, craft, subtlety; speech 
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and memory. Its highest application seems to he what b tailed 

*pure reason/ 

In body, it governs the brain and nervous system, the tor. ^ue and 
organs of speech, hands as instruments of intelligence. 

Vf.pt rn the outer w^rld, signifies a 1 beautiful objects and any¬ 
thing that is prized for its beauty, ornaments, things o' luxury and 
pleasure, Jewels* toys, bne clothes, articles of adornment, pictures, 
flowers; dancing, singing acting, in so far as these express beauty or 
pleasure apart from skill or inters genes; ail persons viio follow 
occupations dealing with th^se ; all plates where these things belong, 
and where such occupations are carried on: sweethearts, wivee* the 
home and household iti; mbodying affection ; sapphire, copper, colour 
indigo. 

In consciousness^ ft signifies the emotions and affections, especially 
love and those arising out of love; the writhe tic sc use, appreciation of 
beauty, elegance, good taste, omfort and pleasure, 

In hady, it governs throat, kidneys, and to some extent the genera¬ 
tive system. It has an indirect influence upnn features* complexion, 
hair, ere,, but only in so far 55 those express beauty, 

Mars, in the outer world signifies soldiers, surgeons, chemists, 
butchers, barbers, carpenters, blacksmiths* gunners, engineers, 
machinists; iron,, sited, cutlery, weapons o i war, sharp tools, fires, 
slaughter bouses, mortuaries* brick and lime kilns : colour red, ruby, 
bloodstone, and red jewels; athletics and sports in so far as they 
express courage, enierpi ise strength and dexterity. 

/*f cottsaousnessi it signifies courage, bravery, enterprise, positive 
ness, so {-reliance, dignity, desire, passion, impulse, combaiiveaess, 
anger. 

In body* it governs the head externally, the nose and smell, the 
generative system n part t the gall bladder, levers, high temperature, 
infectious disease, eruptions, burn^ scalds* surgical operations, blood- 
shad, sharp pains. 

J up its a, in the cuter world* Bonifies occupations, persons and 
places associated with religion and law, churches, chapels, priests, 
ministers, judges, magistrates, courts of justice, universities, students, 
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public functions and assemblies of astute or official character: it has 
some rule over charitable and philanthropic movements and institutions* 
hospitals* health resorts, physichns H social gatherings, theatres, clothes, 
clothiers* grocers; metal* tin, colours b;vie and purple, jewels turquoise 
and amethyst. 

In co?isciousne$s, it signifies a combination of reeling and thought, 
giving benevolence, good nature, sociability, hopefulness, love of 
beauty, order, harmony* devotion. It also governs those things in the 
outer world that express time qualities; health as physical harmony, 
law as social harmony, religion as spiritual harmony ; and not as channel 1 
of i me Ilea or means of making money, 

hi body* it governs feet, thighs* liver* blood, muscles, growth, and 
to s^me extent digestion. 

Sat unit, in ike onitr world, signifies the ultimate uncombined 
atomic condition of matter; also the state tv matter coded ‘earth* 1 and 
those whose occupations are concerned with it, agriculturist?* builders, 
bri comakers* miners, poiters* gardeners, sextons, plumbers, dyers, 
chimney-sweepers* shepherds* hostlers; ascetics of every description, 
whe her religious oi not* monk, hermits, misers, and those who fast or 
* t ;‘i rve ; polk cm e n * scaven gers, wo rkers era pj eyed •: y muni c \ pa U t its or 
the state; and such places as mountainous, hilly* or open country, 
especially rocky and uncultivated, caves, ruins ; also it is said corpses, 
graves, a ml churchyards ; metal lead, col m 1 green. 

In consciousness* it signifies* the concrete mind tending lo separa¬ 
tion, isolation* and the emphasis of the personality; the sense of 'self* 
m strong; emoti n s held in check by thought and will.. The will h 
stronger than with any other planet except Uranus, and perhaps Mars 
at times; but where Mars is passional and impulsive, Saturn ;> slow, 
cold and deliberate. There are self-control* patience, steadfastness, 
reserve, gravity, austerity, chastity* prudence, thoughtfulness* and much 
practical ability. 

In body* it governs bones* teeth, the spleen , diseases produced by 
cold* shell mat ism* falls* accidents, melancholia. 

Ur A XUS* m ike outer worlds governs those who have power and 
authority over others* whether on a large or small scale* from King, 
Parliament and Prune Minister downward; the chief, the ruler* the 
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wiclder of authority; inventors, discoverers* pioneers* antiquarians* 
electricians* railways; occulists* mesmerist*, physical researcheris and 
new and uncommon occupations. Metal perhaps uranium and radium ; 
colour uncertain* possibly a blue or violet with an admixture of orange. 

In consciousness* it governs Will* in tlw highest sense of deliberate, 
free, and coa&dous choice &nd action; love of freedom. Independency 
the rjCEjse of power and authority, positive ness, self-reliance, dislike oi 
control originality. It gives these qualities equally to thought, feelings 
and action* so that persons born under this planet break new ground, 
suggest new ideas, depart fixmrc established customs, are often careless 
of conventional morality, and start pew occupations. It is the freedom 
or newness that belongs to Uranus, rather than the actual ideas, dis¬ 
coveries, or occupations. Its highest application seems to be she 
perfected Adept, the Mann* 

In body* its rule is not known for certain, but it seems to have 
some influence over the brain and nervous system ; possibly the ears 
and bearing, and the teeth* 

Nmuuc, in the outer wprfd, signifies democratic and popular 
mo vc men is, m obs, t h c co m n i on peopl e ; tn yet i cs, d re a me rs, v Lsi o n a ■ tes, 
psycsues, mediums ; perhaps hospital* and charities. 

In consciousness, it relates to feeling, desire, emotion, imagination* 
aesthetics, psychic fatuity, and intuition* 

In bod}\ its rukrship is not known, but Rs general influence 
resembles that of the Moon in some rt^po, \ % and may rela te to similar 
parts of the body. 

This short summary will suggest to the reader many points upon 
which further research is required, for it seems not unlikely that 
astrologers of past centuries have classed occupations* qualities* and 
powers under the heavenly bodies known to them when they really 
belonged to planets since discovered or still to be discovered. It is 
quite evident, n 1 so, that there are many errors of omission in ad avail¬ 
able lists; for of die seventy or more known chemical elements only 
a trivial -even are mentioned, and yet it is certain that all are capable 
of classification under planets or signs or combinations of these ; and 
on many other points additions to our knowledge are possible and to 
be desired.

We bm seen in Charier 1 that the universe in which we live may, 
from any man's point oi view, be classified under three heads* 

Firstly, there is the Self, which is always within, always hidden 
behind the veil of matter that forms the particular kind of vehicle or 
body in which consciousness fa functioning for the time being. This fa 
true not of the physical world only but of higher worlds also: for if the 
Self be divested of the physical body, it will be found to be clothed hi 
what is called the astral body or body of emotions and desires; and if 
this he removed; the mental body will remain. The net Seed Self fa n^ver 
seen in any world ; its outer garment is all that is ever visible. 

Secondly, there is the Not-sclf, which, from the point of view oi any 
friiiEi, is die rest oi the universe, everything animate and inanimate that 
is not hitnielf, This includes, die bodies of other men find of animate, 
because, from the mans point of view, these are no more himself than 
are stones or trees, and they must therefore be included in the class 

Not-self, Such a class provides us with innumerable separate selves, 
each seeing the world from his own point of view only; and It is only 
after a very lengthy experience that they valise their underlying unity 
whh each oilier, and know that each apparently separate Self is an aspect 
of the consciousness of the one supreme Cosmic Self* 

Thirdly, there is the Relation between Self and Not-self \ and this is 
represented concretely by tire body in which the man is functioning 
This furnishes us wish three different regions, each of great 
complexity, and each capable of classification under planet* and 
signs. 

Under Self we include the varying types of character, disposition, 

temperament, and states of consciousness innumerable' all characteristic 

of planets and signs and their combinations* 

Under Nat-self, are classified the host of things, places, and phenomena 

n 
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of the various kingdoms of nature, mineral, vegetable, animal, and 
human. 

Under the Re ha. on or Body are included medical, physiological and 
physkign jmicEi aw dogy- 

The second and third of these groups have received an undue share 
of attention from astrologers in the past, the first having been confined 
lu ordinary descriptions of character. It is only m recent times that 
the importance of she astrology oE Tie Self with its varying powers and 
states of consciousness has been recognised and attempts been made to 
develop it 

We now pass on so note that just as the one unverse manifests the 
three aspects of Self, Not-sdf, and the Relation, so the one Self show* 
three different aspects to the world. It goes out towards the world and 
effect* changes within it, thereby evolving capacity for Action or 
volition, the first aspect of consciousness. It experiences agreeable and 
disagreeable, pleasant and unpleasant, results of its various actions, and 
so evolves Feeling, the second aspect. Tt observer analysest classifies, 
and remembers the results of its various experiences, and bo evolves 
the third aspect, thought or Cognation* 

These the three aspects or departments of consciousness ; 
Cognition or thought, Feeling or desire, and Action or volition; and a 
glance at each will increase our knowledge of the relation of die planets 
to matt. 

Religious teach that man was made in the Image of God; and the 
obvious deduction is that if God manifests as a tri~unity. man, made in 
His image, trnisl exhibit the same fundamental inplidty. These three 
■odes of consciousness are in the human Self what the: divine three 
are In the Creator; and in each case the Three are only modes of One ; 
their basic unity must oot be forgotten. All three are, of course, 
present in every person, but it is quite the exception to find them 
equally developed. In mo&t people one of The three is much more 
prominent than the other two; and the result of diis is to furnish u* 
with three types of character* three typical men ; the mar. of action* 
the man of feel in g T and the man of intellect. 

[a) Action or volition. This mode of consciousness shows Itself in 
movements of The body* especially of hands, fees, and other parts, 
whereby changes are brought about in the ouscr world, things arc done, 
actions are performed. This is generally considered under the head of 
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relative and not absolute cur final Complete information on these 
mysteries is not availably lor many obvious reasons. Even on the 
physical plane; the proper places of Neptune and the undiscovered 
Vulcan in such a r)aS£i£cation as this are not yet. known or certain 
In the older lists lie Sun occupied the position here as® [gued 10 Untmw* 
m 4 it is possible imi Neptune should take the place given to the Moon; 
but this Is not yet definitely ascertained 

The Sun is not one of the seven in this table because it includes 
them all Astronomically it is the centre of the solar system, and 
esoterically j is the Spiritual Centre through which pour the light and 
life of that great Being called the Logos of the system ; for corrects of 
energy conveying life and consciousness pass from the Sun to every 
planet, where they are specialised for the particular u*nss of the planet 
before being returned to the Sun, just as blood Is sent from the heart 
and returned to it again. In relation to the Seven Principles, therefore, 
the Sun represents Universal Consciousness, beyond humanity* but the 
source nntl goal of ail 

in its astrological relationship the Sun is taken as representing the 
individuality, just as the Moon docs the personality; and this corre¬ 
spondence is developed in the first volume of this senes. Astrology far 
All. But* as previously remarked, this must not be taken in tea 
absolute a sense, for each heavenly body has its function and signifi¬ 
cance on each plane of man "ft being ; and jo the most general attribution 
the Sun may be taken to represent spirit and life, and the Moon matte i 
and form, 

J ast as the Sun is the centre of the solar system, so the individuality is 
the permanent source of each personality that rad is tes out from iy Mew 
Moon, when the two luminaries arc conjoined, the n represents the 
union of both lower and higher aspects of the soul in the higher heaven 
world. Full Moan, when the two luminaries art in opposition, symbol ise* 
the descent of the personality—signified by the Moon—into earth life* 
where It shines with great lustre, all of which is borrowed from the 
individuality. 

When the Sun and Moon are compared in this way, Mercury is 
often taken to represent the link of consciousness mid memory between 
the two, the naked soul considered apart from spirit above and matter 
below, and the messenger between the two. It is then related very 
closely to what has been previously described as Saturn in its 
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CHAPTER TV 

The Sun, Life-Giver 

At the centre of our solar system is the Sun, the giver of life and light 
to the whole system. It h the principal influence throughout the whole 
science of Astrology, and is, until a certain stage is reached in evolution, 
the representative of the Selk. Its symbol is the Circle with a Point 
tn the Centre, symbolic ng the one unity underlying all things, This 
Point trt the Circle h the beginning ofa^« that is to be, the unmanifested* 
absolute, primordial, permanent Centre, the unspoken Word from which 
all is to emanate* 

From the Eastern philosophy known as the Wisdom Religion, we 
have been taught to took upon the Sun a$ the physical body, or rather 
the outward glory, of the Central Intelligence in the Solar System. 
The Sun, however, is only the reflection of the Central or Universal 
Sun, although to us on earth i\ represents the highest we cart hope to 
know or undercut mi while Inhabiting human bodies. Every sun in the 
heavens is but a reflection of a Divine Glory of which we eaa obtain no 
adequate conception, for no man car, look upon the Real Stm attd ttvt, 
From the Central Sou, which itself is triply arise Seven Beings or 
Holy Ones, who send forth Thdr Rays or forces Into Seven Solar 
syiietn^; and our Sun represents one of these Rays, In the New 
Testament we read that Jesus said: 1 and my Father are One ; and, 
I ascend unto my Fa the i and your Fa 3 her, f —showing that He and 
those who followed Him belonged to the same 1 Scar 1 or * Father * in 
the saute planetary realm; and Shis is the astrological explantation of 
the statement: In my Father's house are many mansions * 

Our visible Sun is therefore the shadow of the Central Sun, acting 
as a concrete symbol of the Etc mat point from which it emanates, and 
around which it moves in a cycle of thousand* of year*, 

1 John ft. j >♦ v John n. 17, 1 John nr. ft. 
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haves dearer conception of the maimer in which the signs are vitalised 
by it. Nevertheless, the earth by its revolution round the Sun Ipso 
placed that at any given time one particular sign appears to be, as it were, 
sff'wliseiit the Son's ray at that time being focussed through that sign 
on to the Earth ; and we thus* obtain some idea of the reason for that 
particular sign (vitalised by the Sun) being taken as the 'mdividii.il 
colouring/ as we have termed it 

The beginning and the end of all manifested life if? in a special sense 
governed bv the Sun, and according to its strength and power at birth 
so will the life it rules be strong or weak, for it ?s the Power, Wisdom, 
and Activity of all I-.11111111 expression. 

All that is bdow Son is but a series of forms that are more or 
loss transitory, the Sun being the lord of lift, and lhe Moon the mlci 
of all forms. Each planet draws its life Irom the Sun, and therefore no 
planet can be powerful in a nativity if m finely fret from an aspect with 
the Sun; whereas each planet in aspect with the Sun adds to the 
strength and power of the individuality; The Sun vivifying the forms 
or the vehicles which that planet represents, and the planet collecting 
or 1 focussing 1 the solar rays, The most powerful aspect of all in that 
formed between the Sun and Moon, when Life and Form are conjoined. 

On either side of the Sun (figuratively speaking) are Mars and 
Venus, and between these two planets the Sun's ray® are always most 
active* For in them the solar rays are used to conquer matter and the 
animal instincts that are always permeating matter until redeemed by 
the spsrh. Mars Is considered as the symbol of the 'counterfeit of the 
spirit,- in which the lif^ force Es often abused through ignorance ami 
inexperience. Thus the solar rays may be said to he pouring through 
Mar* a* blind fatten in which the life is utilised far muscular or physical 
energy* Mare governing the whole of [lie muscular system m animal- 
man. When this force is transmuted, it is attracted tow ards Venus, and 
from physical passion and activity it is refined into, and gradually 
manifests pure love—its original condition, though not then conscious 
of it, ammal-roa^ not being ^-conscions. 

This is represented by the angles occupied by the Sunt and also 
whether above or below iht earth. When in the cast and below the 
horizon spirit and life are subject to matter* and form casts its glamour 
over the soul (Moon); but when above the earth, life and spirit are 
dominating matter, and 5 he potency of the Sun is more manifest (Venual 
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When setting, the feelings and emotions seem to be largely brought 
in to play, and 'hey may sake various channels according to the sign; 
domestic* devotional, humanitarian, social, conjugal, philanthropic* 
patriotic. There is a going out towards others; and this varies 
according to the degree of development of the nature, high or low, jn 
the lowly evolved soul this may be little better th&r? the outgoing 
desire for ?el fish pie a. sure l n vv hat ever I dr in obtainable. In the a vers ge 
person this position is good for friendship, companionship, partnership, 
marriage, popularity, social success and pleasure, and for almost any 
form of co-operation between the native and others, whether in the 
family, kx society, in public, in churches, associations, brotherhoods, 
municipal or public bodies, etc If the St?ft is much afflicted there may 
be exactly the same tendencies, but coupled with bad luck, trouble and 
disappointment* 

When in the fourth house, the effect may vary a good deal accord¬ 
ing to sign and aspect. The first half of the life may be surrounded by 
troubles of various kinds arising out of family or health or circurri- 
stance*. Sometimes the parents may prove uncongenial, or there may 
be death or separation : sometimes the health is far from robust and the 
career in life suffers in consequence; and at other times pc ristent bad 
luck may seem lo follow the native, his plans are thwarted, his ambitions 
are failures, his hopes tonic to naught, and there may be an appearance 
of frustration and restriction In some cases this j>ositiort s accom¬ 
panied by psychic tendencies and experiences. Unless seriously afflicted, 
the middle and latter part of the life will be better than the earlier ; and 
there may be gam, improvement, success in any of the matters just 
me n t ioned; family, I tea ill 1, post tion, d reu m fit a nccs. W hen w : 1 .1 spec te d, 
there is usually gain through matters signified by the fourth bouse, 
through property, houses, land, possession^ family c':r cum stances or 
estate, etc* 

Much of this general influence seems to prevail after the Sun has 
parsed the lower meridian and entered the third house ; and If the 
horoscope is otherw ise accordant it may still be detected even when the 
Sun has reached the cusp of the third bouse. The general ‘orb of 
influence * of the Sun with regard to the four angles is apparently very 
much wider than is the case with the other heavenly bodies, and in 
Kfittip rases &ceins» to extend to nearly \br whole of the next (the cadent) 
house. Thus the sunrise influence may be considered to begin in the 
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The nucleus for this clhcric body is the permanent atom conveyed 
by the father into the womb of the mother* Without the presence of 
tins permanent ;itom no 'quickening 1 can take place* and no 
concept Hon result 

The materials forming the dense physical body built into the 
cliteric mould arc almost entirely supplied by the mother* In 
exoteric Astrology the Moon denotes the mother and the Sun the 
father: and it is practically certain that the moment of 1 epoch' 
Jesuits the moment of birth; therefore, nothing mere important than 
a consideration of the forces then at work can engage the mind of the 
earnest astrological student. 

In the first volume of The Asftcdogi ers Magazine published in the 
year 1890* there began a series of articles under the tide of 'The 
Horoscope/ in which a new method for the recti fixation of horoscopes 
was very clearly defined and explained by the following rules 3— 

' s. If at the time of birth the Moon be increasing in light and 
above the earth* or decreasing In light and below the earth, then 
the period (between birth and conception) is less than nine calendar 
months, 

1 2, If the Moon at birth be increasing in light and below the earth, 
or decreasing in light and above the earth, then the period i-s more than 
nine calendar months. 

' From these we get a mean of two postulates, he*, a period of nine 
months exactly, when the Moon at birth is exactly od it he eastern or 
western horizon, and in conjunction ot op push Hon of the Sun; neither 
above nor below the earth, and neither increasing nor decreasing in 
tight at the moment of birth/ 

To prove the value of the Surfs and Mood's effect upon tit" life ol 
those horn when the luminaries are in affliction, astrologers possess a 
valuable aphorism handed down to us by Claudius Ptolemy, who says : 
— ■* If either of the two luminaries be in an aug/e, and one of the 
malefic s be cither in conjunction with that luminary, or else distant in 
longitude from rack luminary m an exacth equal spazt, 50 as to form the 
point of junction of two equal sides of a triangle, of which sides the two 
'ummariea jbrm the extremities; while at the same time no benefic 
planet puty partake in the configuration and while the rulers of the 
luminaries may also be posited in places belonging to the malcfics ; the 
(ht Id/hen born will not be susceptible of nurture, but will immediately perish.

amofif the bad ones despondency, hardness. world! mess, selfishness, 
lack o- : humanity, lack of courage, enterprise andc&udoLiF, etc. And with 
other planetary signs other effects will follow, according to die known 
nature of the signs. By careful observation, slight variations may he 
detected according to the Moon's progress through the sign? by secondary 
<1 i rec s • oj t a. fit r r bs n 1 1 Fo r i i i st a i ice, w h e n e uteri jt g t he Mar dal signal! i et e 
will be some little tendency for the good or bad characteristics, of Mars 
to lie manifested; among the good ones being courage, enterprise, self- 
reliance, generosity, activity, practical ability, etc,* and among the bad, 
rashness, in-temper, pride, hastiness, tendency to disputation and con¬ 
tradiction* lack of rostra hit, etc.; aud these qualities will sometimes play 
an i ni j K>rt a n t part \ n h n ng i r j g a bou t t b e va Ho US e veotS> l ticky and 
unlucky, that happen during these periods. In fact, the Moon is con- 
linn ally pouring in upon the car;h an influence that constantly varies 
according to its distance from the Sun (as measured in the zodiac), 
according to the sign it occupies, and according to the planets it 
aspects. 

These facts have ar; interest!fig hearing upon the doctrine of the 
evolution of the soul, in its application to astrological symbology* 
Science tenches that during the intra-uterine life the human embryo 
passes through states of development characteristic of all the sub-human 
kingdoms, cdiular, vegetative, and animal; and the theory of evolution 
explains that it because man has actually evolved through all ihc^c 
kingdoms in the past, and that embryonic development rapidly runs 
them through and sums them up. Science and occultism both agree 
upon thU as a broad and general principle. Let us therefore examine 
jus. application to Astrology* If we avoid exceptional case? and take an 
average it may he stated that, supposing conception (human) to occur 
when the Sun is Just entering Arles, she child will be born when theSun 
is about entering Capricorn* During the period signified by the first 
nine signs the Sun has been pouring out its influence, and the embryo 
has been slowly built up in accordance with it; but none of that which 
h signified by the passage of she Sun through Capricorn, Aquarius, and 
Pisces is represented in the child. If wc then apply the principle just 
stated it Is ev ideal that the past evolutionary career of the soul is ay in'* 
bolised in the solar passage from Aries to SagUtasius; that the individual 
qualities now being evolved arc represented by the Sur/s position at 
* i n h ; a n d t?s at t he th fee reroa i n i n g signs rtOcessa * y to coniplete the 
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5 * 

quit* gs unmistakably in women as in men, but is not held to have the 
same importance in marriage, A woman lives more in the feelings 
than docs a man ; and with her it; is the solar half of the nature that is 
awakened ire matrimony as a rule. The motives for marriage, however, 
vary with both sexes ; and it is open to doubt whether the old rule of the 
Sun ihr the husband and the Moon for the wife applies in ail cases quite 
so rigidly as is sometimes supposed. The planet m closest association 
with the luminary does not necessarily indicate the ascendant of the 
marriage partner ; in some cases it merely points out the strongest planet 
in the partner's horoscope* irrespective of the ascendant ; in others it 
indicates the planet ruling the sign occupied by the luminary in the 
pa rt ner's horoscope ► 

Considered by itself the Moon gives an easy-going nature, sociable* 
domesticated, changeable, and good-natured ; but sign anti aspect make 
such a great difference that these qualities may undergo considerable 
modification. 

In relation to the Intellect the Moon signifies imagination and 
ki tuition rather than logical reasoning; but when m any strong aspect 
to Mercury or Uranus, it may considerably increase the Intellectual 
power of those planets and give an active, resourceful, and fertile mind. 
Its imaginative and s^lbetfc side comes out when in aspect 150 Jupiter, 
Venus, or Neptune, but the assistance of Mercury or Uranu , or both, is 
necessary to raise this to genius*

Little wonder, then, tliat Nebo or Mcrcury was worshipped as the 
greatest of all the tester gods, bring the divine Messenger of the Sun. 
chief of ail Gods* the God of the Solar System (and also ruler overall 
lesser systems). 

When Mercury is influenced by Mars the separative principle is 
the stronger, ami the mmd has no adhesiveness or attachment; for the 
fire of Mars burns in the mind and makes it a tormenting fire in 
which desire is ever leads oj* it captive, a slave to passion and anger. 
For Mas s is 1 Use wrath of God , 1 the separative and destroying dement, 
the counterfeit of the spirit, which must either be transmuted into 
Venus or otherwise can only be destroyed by dissipation : It is the 
elemental of the astral plane, the Hell in which the mind is consumed 
untn all dross is burnt out and the soul or 1 Manas 3 is set free to fly 
heavenward* 

Mercury in conjunction with Venus shows the heaven-bom mind, 
whkh is the artistic, refined and pure love desire. This is the only 
aspect or position of Mercury which leaves it absolutely free to rise 
into the heaven world—the Deva-kingdom, the land of the Shining 
Ones. 

p 

Mercury is the Christ between the two thieves on the cross. Saturn 
and Mars; only one of which can enter into Paradise with his lord, 
Mercury h the principal planet to study in every nativity; for it is the 
mler of the abstract m nd, the higher part of human existence during 
its pilgrimage through the + circle of twelve . 1 It is that whkh in 
conjunction with Saturn Incarnates afresh at every new birth, retaining 
the cream of memory as a memento of each earth life; ami therefore no 
hmc or labour can be considered wasted that is spent in the study of all 
that this planet denotes in each nativity. 

In its highest expression Mercury is in the planet of the adept, the 
man for whom earth lives are immbered 1 and who is within measure able 
distance affinal release from physical matter. In the youngest as well 
as m the oldest ego it denotes? the powers of adaptability possessed. The 
adept cap adapt himself to all environments and to every phase of 
existence, and in this fact lies the secret as to the growth of every ego 
and iis stage in evolution Some can only adapt themselves to physical 
environments, though these may he of all grades, from coarse to fine. 
Others can extend beyond this to emotional conditions of all kinds. 
But only a few at our present stage of evolution can adapt themselves

passed. To speculate About that higher mode is difficult; but if wo 
assume that the mint! in its evolution is first stored with facts of the 
cute: world, experiences, and Afterwards with ail-cmbracing taws founded 
on these facts, in all departments of being, a time will come when the 
outward presentation of any fact is immediately answered, fully and 
com pi e i el y, l >y \ ? ie in was 4 res j*on s f q f th e so u l . The QU ter a ppe a I a n d 
the inner reply ate identical, and the result is pc feet sympathy 
absolute harmony* infallible wisdom. 

When this: high h ve! of evolution has been attained, knowledge atsd 
love have become one, and are m longer separated of contradictory as 
at present Knowledge or Mercury, and Howe or Venus; both alike 
imply duality* llicru can be no knowledge without the existence of 
both Kslower and Known ; there can be no love without the existence of 
both lover and loved* When the two become one, nothing remains that we 
can recognise as either knowledge or love. Both these have their origin 
when unity produces duality-m-umcy, symbolised by the conjunction 
of Mercury and Venus* In the language of mysticism, the Absolute 
gives birth to Father-Mother, the two-in-one j knowledge, symbolised 
by man, and love, symbolised by woman, diverging from a common root. 

If a search is made through the literature of mysticism, it will be 
found that among practically ail schools. Mercury* Hermes, Buddha, 
whatever name is Used, Stands for the adept* Why is this? Because 
thb is the planet and god of knmt'kdgt iti the fullest and highest sense 
of the wo rd. To take an i 1 iustr at ion, T be ord 1 n ary man of to-day, when 
not too sceptical, behoves in a life after death, but has, for the most 
part, at any rate, to take it on trust ; he cannot prove it. In what 
respect docs the c*dept differ horn him ? In this, nat ht hmv$. He is 
as fully and completely acquainted with the life after death as he is with 
that of this world* lie has visited and explored both, and holds the 
facts of both in his memory, not as the result of hearsay or of bqok- 
learn^og, but of personal first-hand experience and knowledge* The 
one believes, the other knows. I'his ss the gift of Mcircury* 

The symbol both of the god and of the planet is the CaductUS, a 
winged rod round which tw o serpents are twined m such a way as to 
present nodes and Interoodes, This has a very profound significance* 
which varies, however, according to the method of application* It repre¬ 
sents the spiralIy^moviug creative energy both in man and the universe* 
Cosnit’idI> this takes its ortghi when primal unity is differentiated into

It is penerall}* known that there ace many types of mind. Jus- as 
the sign-position of the Moon is a clue to the particular type of feelings 
and emotions innate in each personalty, so that of Mercury indicates 
the type of intelligence, intellect, reason* In each case the type is 
inborn, and shows out more or less clearly throughout the whole of life 
from the earliest years fo the latest. Education, teaming, the influence;? 
of family life, of business* and of tile world, may each and all have much 
effect in refining or coarsening, widening or nairowing, the mind; for 
within each class there are many grades, high and low ; but the type 
itself does not : ter. For instance, if the innate quality of the mind is 
represented by, say, a combination of Mercury with Saturn, this will 
give the general colouring for the whole of the life* No training* no 
effort of the will, no amount of experience, no ’ conversion ' will change 
one type into another. All that these can do is to effect modifications, 
to produce sub-types, by bringing the influence, good or bad, of other 
planets to bear upon that which is indicated bv the radical combination. 
Careful observation and experience will fully corroborate this statement. 

In the desciripitrtfiss given of Mercury's position and aspects* 
in The Key u> Yt^r Oun Nativity, an attempt lias been made 
to summarise these types briefly; but there are certain principles 
io be borne in. mind in applying them practically* in the first, place, 
it is not always easy to separate the type of intellect from that of the 
feelings. Iu some per&otih one of these ma> be very much stronger tban 
the other, the intellect than the feelidg$ or vkf t wrsa] and! then the 
stronger so overpowers and sweeps aside the weaker as to render 
difficult the t3?k of identifying iL Actions springing from the ope are 
attributed to the other, and the basic Hues of character are misunder¬ 
stood. Again* in some direct ions the two may blend verydosdy- and 
in art, music, poetry* ihe drama* some kinds of authorship, oratory, etc., 
telling and intellect are almost equally essential if success, is to be attained. 

As previously stated* Mercury can and does* combine with any of the 
planets; but for purposes of classification it is best to follow the type 
indicated by the niter of the sign in which Mercury m placed at birth* 
according to the ancient scheme of lords of signs banded down by 
Ptolemy* This gives what may be called the basic type, but as a 
matter of course it is seldom found alone. The pMnct with which 
Mercury is in closest and strangest aspect at birth is very important, 
aiid in some cases its influence may become as strong as that of the lord

myth of Venus being boro from the sea indicates the evolution of the 
human son! out of the astral ' sea h or passional animal nature. Saturn, 
the mutilator, stands for the separative influence acting on the mental 
plane; Uranus, the mutilated, ia perhaps the super-conscious soul; 
Venus is the resultant human $oin, 

Zodiacally, Libra represents this human soui. cor titered apart from 
incarnation; and in la unis we seem to have the "efckhkms giants, or the 
Same soul in in carnation. Si is symbolically slated that formerly ‘here 
were only ten signs of the zodiac* Libra being absent and Vit go-ScorpiO 
being one. This is only another way of describing the same evolution 
of the sou], Virgo-Scor pin stands for the undifferentiated non-hum a tii sod 
soul; then the separative influence comes into play (Saturn is exalted in 
Libra) and Libra is differentiated out as the definitely human soul. 

The exaltation of Vccwis in the sign Pisces is another interesting 
species of symbolism. 'Water' stands for the next interior plane of 
being to the physical, the so-called astral or psychic; and a 4 fhh 1 sym¬ 
bolises a being belonging to that plane. Venus in Pisces therefore 
signifies the unfolding and awakening of astral consciousness in a human 
being; the first small stop on the long path that loads to real occult 
initiation. Berosus tells us that ancient humanity was civilised by 
Oannes, a man-fish, who during the day-time gave instruction in every 
kind of art and science. ’ He instructed Item in everything which 
could tend to soften manners and humanise mankind. From that time, 
so universal were his instructions, nothing material has been added by 
way of improvement, When the Sun set it was the custom of this 
Being to plunge agairs into the sea* and abide all night in the deep; for 
he was amphibious 1 (Cory's Ancient ft figments)* The man-Ssh sym¬ 
bolises an initiate in incarnation* one of the many who hare taught 
mm in different ages, The fish was a symbol much used by the early 
Christians; and the bishop's mitre ■■=< to this day a modified representa¬ 
tion of a fish's head* although the symbolism is now a mere empty mm 
so for as the bishop is concerned. 

The Sun, Mercury* and Venus are types of the tripity- The Sun 
stands for the all-creating, sustaining* and universal First As fed of the 
One Life. Mercury represents the: all~perraeating, blending* and under- 
sta ndi ng Second A sped* Yen us, the life-givii ig t cue rg i si \. g, and cycl i ca liy- 
nvmng Third Aspect At the creation of a cosmos (whether ore world 
or a solar system), undifferentiated matter is first of all drawn in from

to that mind as an inevitable consequence of the factors given* much 
as a 1 logical consequence * appeals to the argumentative type of mind. 

It may now be as well to devote a few words to Mars arid Venus in 
their reciprocal relationship as polar opposites. 

Maks, as the planet which stimulates, acting as the 1 desire 
elemental’ causes impulsive and hasty attach merit*, which often lead to 
an imprudent marriage, entered into before sufficient time has elapsed to 
distinguish between love and what may be termed selfish desire, In 
nine cares out of ten, unions resulting from a Martial influence are 
purely impulsive, produced by sheer fascination, or abandonment to 
peculiar 'swirls' of feeling and emotion, corresponding to a dance” s 
ecstas ies. 

To females the influence of Mars is inimical so far as marriage is 
concerned, great care being necessary *0 avoid mch hasty and ill- 
considered unions as have just been described, when Mars is the 
prominent planet Sc* is the dominant note of Mars, from the first 
impulse of sex desire to that attraction which results from * magnetism/ 
which may be either pkysiwl, psychic or mental. In the rank and file of 
women Mars by its position! anti aspects in the horoscope will donate 
the nature of the man to whom the native is drawn, and Ibis type of 
man wifi always tie able to exercise a certain amount of influence over 
her, according to the strength of Mar* in I is own nativity. Females in 
whom the martial element is stronger than any other influence either 
owing to the majority of planets being in martial signs, or by the pro¬ 
minence of Mars at birth, arc drawn toward* doctors and medical men 
generally, if not attracted to military or very passionate men. 

Mars is the general representative of Ibe male in ail female 
nativities, while Venus similarly represents the female sex in a male 
nativity. Thus, f>r instance, a wdlhaspected Klara in a female (and 
similarly Venus in a male) indicates (hat the native will get on well 
with, and benefit by, the opposite sex generally; and conversely when 
either planet Is afflicted* 

Mark as a death ruler in nativities is the Destroying Angel 
separating the various vehicles physical, ethnic and astral when die 
ife forces depart from the body at what is ter med death. 

First the ctlicrie or lunar body is separated from the physical, and 
the life remain* in the lunar body for a short time; then the life is 
w ithdrawn from this lunar body into the astral body ; and soon, until

we should fttid that impulse and rash action in the past had brought 
its inevitable reaction in accident or fever; for every effort has cause, 
and there are no mishaps or misadventures which could not be traced to 
a cause set in motion by the Ego in the past* Indeed without going 
hack to past existences on this earth* we could trace many apparent 
accidents to rash and heedless conduct Uhl ough perhaps long forgotten 
in the present life), On the physical plant* most of the adverse influence 
of Mars is* as it were a * ready-money transaction.* Men who rise to 
positions far above the sphere of their birth u&e the influence of Mars in 
what we call 1 grit *—strength of character, be that character good or 
bad. In cases where an excess of martial force is used we find men 
coercing and compelling others to do their bidding* fearing no conflict or 
contest in their eager fight for position and wealth. At the present day, 
The influence of Mars is mostly seen i« self-assertion and in a struggle to 
maintain self-interests. Hut in those who are developed* the true 
Martians we find the slower to direct, u> govern, to superintend ’ they 
have courage and confidence in their ability to accomplish and achieve 
the ends sought for. 

When Mars is weak in any nativity it gives cowardice or faint- 
h tailed ness, which may lead to criminal tendencies.; a cruet and brutal 
nature is often the result of a weak and uncontrolled martial nature— 
die man is a coward, he fears , and hence he flhtreats. 

There is nothing beyond the mortal and perishable so far as the 
direct influence of Marsis concerned * but its influence takes* the man to 

feet of Venus, so to speak, where the force and passion of the animal 
man is changed and transmuted into the higher and purer emotion of 
love, and the generative instincts are changed hi to the creative principle 
which eventually makes of man a god. Thus truly is Mars the god of 
life and death: of physical animal life, which is yielded up when the 
animal dies and the human soul is born ; then the passions ate dissolved 
and pass away .mil the man loses his animal life only to tiud life eternal 
and immortal. At each advent into physical existence a critical stage 
reached, wherein the mind and the senses Struggle for supremacy* the 
senses either dragging the man down into another unconscious existence, 
or the mind extricating itself from the senses and rising self-conscious 
into the heaven world,

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CHAPTER IX 

Jupiter, the LTlifteh 

The influence streaming from each planet is, to us, mysterious in its 
effect upon the subtle bodies of htlrtftB beinqs ; bs.it there is a mystery 
concerning Jupiter 's influence that is much more profound than that of 
the other planets, for it is concerned with those subtle bodies in a 
manner that cannot be understood without a dear knowledge of man's 
seven principle*. Jupiter governs in every sense of tte word mar's 
po&Hcssibn.^ therefore is in very truth the planet of for&wt* 

The planet j tipi ter Is especially related to the manner-:: aura, that 
surrounds every living creature* and rules its Jbur divisions in the trip- 
licities of fire* earth, air and water; corresponding to the physical or 
health aura—G&fthy signs; the astral, or psychic atira— watery sigsid; 
die mental aura--‘fiery signs; and the a urn of the h gber self—airy signs. 
Everything that is related to expansion, m the growth and development 
of living creatures, is under the benefit rule of Jupiter, so that his 
dominion is over upliftment, increase, abundance and fullness; giving 
bliss, happiness and pleasure to all who expand under hht mighty jjowtr. 
From the tiniest cell in the physical body to die whole aura—(in some 
cases extending many feet from the body ; in the c^c of the Lord 
Buddha It h said to have extended three mitesj^Jupiun ^ inlluence is 
daily manifesting: while Saturn contracts and densifics. Jupiter expands 
and liberates ; thus Saturn is the Lord of fate, and Jupiter the Giver 01 
for tu ne P r he ebb and the flow, in constant motion fulfilling the divine 
law of perfect rhythm, 

Jupiter may be said to represent the aspect of power, of harmoctL 
Otisly-balanced expansion, growth; that which urges on evolution. 
Although this planet lias its 1 ighest correspondence in the more glorious 
life of the individuality, yet, because the two answer to one smother, it 
equally represents il< same principle in the lower ltie of the personality 
and even of the physical body. It is the first step downwards into

Saturn, the Subduer 

Satuh?; is the most Important planet in aU horoscopes at our present 
stage of evolution* marking the critical rUage between the real and the 
unreal, the true and the false, the subjective and objective, light and 
dark, good and evil, 

to no sense is it an evil planet essentially, but its restraining arid 
materialising influence offers more opportunity for Its interpretation 
into direct and deliberate evil than any other planet, owing to the 
solidifying and hindering influence which it produces; for while it gives 
stability aid firmness, it also inclines to weakness and inconstancy. In 
common with other planets it has a dual aspect* but at the same time 
Its vibrations through matter tend, to produce greater extremes of good 
and evil than any other planet* 

Thus, the influence of Saturn is at work in all cases of degradation, 
degeneracy, debasement and humiliation, r-erviuty and shame j but it ran 
also be seen in martyrdom, true humility, reverence, perseverance* 
endurance, sacrifice, surrender and scrcnty, the work of the purifying 
angel — Saturn, 

In every sense of the word Saturn is the planet that chastens, and 
to all who strive after purity, virtue, and modesty, she words J Blessed 
are the pure in heart for they shall see God will have a special mean¬ 
ing: ; for by leading the conttucm life which Saturn demands, the gate* 
of heaven will open and the blessed will see as God sees. 

AH the myths concerning Saturn arc deeply interesting* but it h 
unnecessary to quote that which has already been written, therefore 
with the exception of a reference to the mythological relation of this 
planet to Chran&s or Time the student may be left to study the myths 
fur himself. As Time Saturn marks a boundary, denoting the finite 
and limited, and symbolise* the imprisoned consciousness bound to 
form. Saturn is Jehovah, God of the Jews, He is also supreme ruler

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CHAPTER XV 

The Rise ano Fjlll of Planets 

We have seen in a previous chapter that the circle of the twelir* 
houft "3 Is divided into the lower or night half, and the upper or day half; 
that the midnight point or cusp of the fourth, house stands symbolically 
for the Ego as a unity withdrawn from manifestation; and that the othrr 
three points of sunrise, or the ascendant; noon, or the mldrheaveu; and 
sunset* or the seventh house; stand for the three aspects of the Ego 
during manifestation, namely action, desire, and cognition. 

We know also that each one of Che planets exhibits precisely the 
same three aspects, varying according to the degree oT preponderance of 
each and their mode of combination. It follows from this that the 
different planets have different degrees of strength when rising, culminat¬ 
ing and setting, and that there is tio uniformity of strength or importance 
in this respect For instance, if we consider the ascendant only, apart 
from the question of what sign may be rising, two planets placed there 
will not necessarily be equal in strength f and the same holds true of 
planets in tltc tenth and seventh* 

Speaking generally, tl t ascendant seems to com-5pond to the mani¬ 
fested Self as Activity; and those planets that lend themselves readily to 
action are stronger here than those that pertain rather to some other 
department of the character. The mid- heaven seems to exhibit desire or 
will 4san outgoing energy operating as. ambit on, or acquisitiveness*or t he 
manipulation and control of persons and affairs; and planets stationed 
in the mid-heaven have this side of their nature called out according 
to their power and mode of response. The western angle belongs 
rather to cognition, contemplation, wisdom, and sympathy based upon 
understanding* 

Neptune, —Too little is known of the inner nature of this planet to 

justify any very confident analyst* of its strength or weakness On the 

whole n seems to have more affinity with the fotK- which links

allied to that of the astral plane, exhibiting the impetuous out rush mg 
energy of that ill-regulated side of the nature. At a slightly higher 
stu^c, when she peisonality .* more under cunt ol, Uranus stands for the 
will, 1 he controlling and governing power* derived from the individuality. 
Higher still it corresponds to Aim Act, the fully self-can sc i 00s spiritual 
man, 

Sims lari y, thC low est a b |>ct: t of Neptune is Vi e e l he: i c double, w bkh 
plays so large a partin tnediumship and in many psychic gilt a* At a 
slightly higher stage, it refers to the concrete mind, not as Intellect but 
as the passive mirror in which the outside world is reflet;led, allying it 
to imagination and fancy. There seems some evidence to justify the 
idea that it gives psychic vision. Higher still, it possibly allies itself to 
one of the aspects of Buridhir consciousness or pure reason, 

From these digre^siuns. a return must ba made to the considcrMion 
of other planets, 

Saturn is ruler over Capricorn and Aquarius and is exalted in 
Libra, This scem^ to imply that Saturn has greater affinity with the 
airy triplidty than tlic earthy, and but little dignity in the fiery or 
watery—-Atie* and Cancer especially, these signs being opposite to the 
exaStation sign Libra turn! house sign CapFcorn. 

Saturn in Capriooin gives practical ability and materialistic 
tendencies, and usually much ambition of the worldly and financial order 
(thus havi ng affinity with Taurus and Virgo), giving love of respon¬ 
sibility, fixity and criticism ; Find similarly in the other signs of the earthy 
Inplkity. In the airy triplidty the mental faculties are more to the fore 
and the ideals are refined, and less sdfhh from the physical standpoint. 
In the earthy signs Saturn would favour the builder, the merchant, and 
the agriculturist; but in the airy signs he would Influence the lawyer, 
architect and designer, etc, 

Saturn is powerful in the midheaveu* and if not always evil there; 
for with a good moral nature it denotes a laudable ambition and power 
to as s' ime r t r p, s kblli !>■. As ruler, ve ry m uch de pe n d s 11 pon t he po s i 11 on 
and strength of Saturn t for no planer affects the character or destiny 
nifire, it being rare to find milk and u-at&r characters, or uneventful lives, 
when this planet is ruler. 

Jupiter rules Pisces and Sagittarius and finds exaltation in the sign 
Cancer* thus giving more affinity with the Watery it tan the Fiery 
triplidty and less In the earthy and airy signs* being weak in Vsrjijo,

less changeint but not less practical (,i) The Airy Ascendant in¬ 
tellectual i&es the Earthy influence ; Earth alone might give a statesman, 
a business man, or a practical worker, but the added Air imparts 
intellectuality, intuition, and originality, (4) The reaction of the 
Cardinal influence upon the Air tends to call out Cardinal *Air, the 
perceptive faculties which were very active in Rusk in the art-critic and 
very characteristic of him, a sad this tendency h strongly supported by 
the conjunction of Mercury and Mars, 

Sometimes two of the trip]icities or of the quadruplicitiea will he 
found to contain an equal number of planet?, and then they should be 
exam usd carefully to discover which is the more important. For 
Instance, in Dr Kudolf Steiner's horoscope the grouping of the planets 
is—Mutable 5, Fixed j t Cardinal 1 ; Air $, Water 3 , Earth 3* Fire 1. 
ITns might be described indifferently as Mutable-Asr or as Mutable- 
Water, On examining the horoscope, it is found that the Sun is in 
a watery sign and the Moon in an airy one, so that the luminaries do 
not incline tfot? balance either to one side or to the other ; hut the 
Ascendant, Scorpio, is water and this fact serve® to give Mu table-Whiter 
a flight predominance. 

When two of the groups arc nearly equal like this, and when examina¬ 
tion does ootdiscio.se much difference between them, both will have 
effect at different times and tit differ eft: departments of - he character and 
fortunes*

points in any horoscope may be compared nod classified according to 
their position In the quadruplicate 5, The three following groups are 
possible:—(1} The Sun, Moon, and Ascendant may all lime be hi the 
same quad ru pi icily, ?>. ah Cardinal all Fixed, or all Mutable, (a) 1 ’wo 
out of the three may be the same quadruplicity and the third in a 
different one. (3) Ail three may be different quadrupled ties.

sc Eristics belonging to that quadruplicity. These need no: be repeared 
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t64 the art of synthesis 

than another, it Is not easy fn all cases to poml with confidence and 
certsinty to the ruler of the horoscope, 

A distinction ncmet be made between the ruler of the horoscope and 
the rater or lord o: T the rising sign ; for although the two may sometimes 
be the same it docs not necessarily follow that this Is always the case. 
The ruler of the rising sign is strong when in its own house, or 
exaltation or when angular in the first, tenth, or seventh house; or 
when in the ninth or eleventh boose; or when elevated over ah the 
planets. Irt such a case it will probably be the strongest planet in the 
horoscope and may, therefore, be considered the ruler of the horoscope. 

It, however, the ruler of the rising sign is in its fall or detriment such 
as the Moon in Scorpio or Capricorn, and some other planet in the map 
is strong, the fatter may be the lord; Care should be taken to see what 
kind of strength the other planet has, and also what it rules. Any 
planet is strong when in its house or exaltation ; or when very close to 
the cusp of an angle; or when elevated above all the other planets; or 
when it rules the sign or signs containing a number of planets, as 
explained in Section V of this chapter under Majority Sign Rulers. 
Rut a rising or culminating planet in its fall or detriment is not likely 
to be strong enough to be the ruler of the horoscope ; and in such a case, 

when the ruler of the rising sign is also not strong, or when two 
planets are both strong, some careful balancing of the claims of one 
against another will be necessary before deciding which to treat as the 
ruler of the horoscope. 

In any case the ruler of the rising sign must not be overlooked when 
delineating a horoscope: for until the person born under it is able to 
respond to a stronger in Hue ace, the ascendant and its lord are Ills true 
representatives, 

A person seeking the path of the higher occultism may find a Master 
represented by the strongest planet in the horoscope, and by responding 
to that influence may come under its vibrations to such an extent as to 
make it represent himself as well as hb Master. For instance, a person 
horn under Aries, with Mara En Taurus but Uranus rising, may live 
under Mars in early life and later on change to Uranus, the representa¬ 
tive of his Master. Such a case is know n to the author. Similar results 
may follow in other cases where occultism is not in question ; the servant 
may meet with an employer signified by the strongest planet, the 
pupil with a teacher, and soon, and by assimilating himself to the older

Persons with this temperament are easily spurred into activity, either 
by the force of circumstances or by their own inherent nature* and 
they generally come more or less prominently before the world because 
they prefer a life of action to inaction Generally speaking, their Karma 
requires to be worked out in action more than in feeling or thought; but 
this activity may be turned in almost any direction according to the kind 
of horoscope. If operating in the life of the outer world this type gives 
the 'practical man 1 or 'man of action/ in arty rank of life from the 
tabouret to tl& statesman. When combined with feelings, desires nd 
emotion?, the movable quality spurs these into gre^c activity. With an 
intellectual type of personality they give a character that may accomplish 
great thing* through a fertile, rerUess, insatiable mind* 

Cardinal signs also give opportunity, and denote ambition, progress 
love of fame and recognition, much energy, alertness and quick percep¬ 
tion They produce a reforming and pioneering spirit with readiness 
of reepoaee to changes in the world around them, ! hey art the most 
pronounced and acute of the three groups of signs; and without this 
movable influence the other two qualities might remain latent ndefinitely. 

The evil side of this temperament arises out of its prone ness to 
change without a sufficiently weighty reason, from its instability, restless¬ 
ness r exc }X ability, ovcr-activity. i 1 \\ v\se erjthusiasm, lack of caul-on and 
concentration, 'insufficient restraint, hastiness, ill-regulated or destructive 
activity, or a reckless, adventurous spirit- In the early Stages of soul 
evolution, this is the kind of influence that is 1 table to manifest; but, 
with greater experience, the energy of these signs is turned into work 
devotedly and untiringly performed, Yajfia, or the Yoga of Action as 
Sacrifice, is the ideal mentioned in the Hindu scriptures that acema to 
belong here* 

Thu nature of the separate signs forming the cardinal group should 
be noticed if the planets happen to be concentrated in one of them 
patent! of being scattered throughout the group. In such a case as this* 
also, the planet ruling the sign in which they are concentrated is 3 are to 
impress its nature strongly upon the character, no matter where it may 
be placed,

To combine tliese groups is the greatest work of art an astrologerr 
can accomplish, and gives at once die key to H e line odcast resistance 
normally adopted by the native. In the example horoscopes these 
combinations will be explained. In concluding tins chapter it will be 
well to note that affinities art built up by these ooi nbluations. 

A person born with the majority o* planets in fixed signs gains by 
coming into contact with another having the majority of planets in 
Cardinal sign3, for this reason: the active qualities stir into life and 
manifestation the qualities of the fixed group, and the two work better 
together, having a united force of great strength. What the one gains 
in simulation the other gains in solidificatjun and steadiness. Neither 
should hurt the other, unless the law of complements jig totally ignored 
or misunderstood. 

Each, therefore, has ids mis a ion in lift, and the one can supply the 

needs of the other. 

If the Cardinal signs produce in the otic intolerance anti too much 
impatience, the de&ired effect cannot be accomplished* Similarly if the 
lived signs produce too much obstinacy and aloofness* or if the Mutable 
signs become too irritable and rebellious* Each must be prepared to 
give and take, and then mutual benefit Is assured. 

In a general sense, and for all practical purposes. Uranus may be 
considered the head or ruler of the fixed group, Mercury ruler if the 
Mutable, suid Mars of the Cardinal ; hut only in a general and not in a 
particular sense. 

If any difficulty arises in deciding as to which group should be 
considered as containing the majority of the planets, give preference to 
that containing the Sun or Moon, and give a * casting vole' to the 
Ascends su. 

It sometimes happens, for instance, that The qualities are evenly 
balanced, the nine planets being evenly distributed throughout the signs, 
ie. s three in Cardinal* three In Fixed, and three in Mutable; this gives 
what is known as a balanced temperament* It is not always good, 
except in tbeefrseof advanced souls who knowhow to use the three 
qualities; It is, therefore, sometimes very good but at others very 
inimical to progress, for balance sometimes means merlin —lack of power

There is the airy trip!icily composed of the ideal signs, each sign 
committing the whole tripllcity in its decanates, each having thus ita 
link with ihe three qualities, permanent, active, and harmonious—or the 
three Gunas. 

The Watery TutPLicmr is the symbol of the Psvchk Man, ft is 
the fluidic, impermanent and changeable triad, in which sensations, 
feelings and emotions are ever coming and going tike the waves on the 
ocean, It represents the lower, mortal and perishable man, and as such 
its centre is the fixed-water sign Scorpio, 

In Cancer institute are strong, and sensations are held and nursed into 
Ice lings that arc changeable and fluctuating, bringing a repetition of 
moods with more or less tenacity, until finally filed in personal fedi ngs, 
around which all things turn and thus help to build up the personality. 

In Scorpio passions and Heelings are fixed for good nr IT personal 
moods harden unto vices, producing tragedies arid hatreds that are hard 
to dis sol ve, n [• f ; j; resu hi n g in dea di, nr the 1 r n 11 s fere n rc of 1 1 1 e persona I i ty 
to another world, the purgatorial plane in which die dross is separated 
from the finer emotions that ascend into the fiery sriplicrty. Those m 
fever say. ‘I am burning in hell*; those in whom the hatred of 
jealousy burns fiercely exclaim 1 1 am in tormenting fever f t and 
the passionate slave of lust is pursued with a vice by which he is 
eaten up and literally destroyed, All this is the result of fixing the 
sensations and feelings into the personality that can only be dissolved 
by the act ion of the fiery tripHclty, which melts lb-* ice-bound stagnant 
emotions centred in the powerful ‘sting* of the Scorpion. In this 
sign the fabled Phoenix rises from the ashes of her dead self to a higher 
world. 

In Pisces the emotions are active in deep sympathy. The highest

Hiis 
combination favours refined professional vocations* makes; skilful ac¬ 
countant^ secretaries, cashiers, teachers and novelists- ft is not good 
for prominence or public recognition unless x be in refined circles, where 
poIste and courteous behaviour is essential ; chon some po^! of dis¬ 
tinction may be held without attracting special a item Ion ; more depends 
upon environment for the best expression of this combination than any 
other. 

Mutable-Water, this combination gives a susceptible and punc¬ 
tilious nature. It inclines to much formality* a capricious and fanciful 
disposition. It is more favourable for females than males, and is often 
d i e as 11 o u s to the la tte i\ hi s fa von r&bks for bars n a i tte , la valid & 1 1 e ?•= ti, ins s, 
saleswomen, nurses, etc. There are many dangers attached to this 
combination* and unless the planetary positions are very favourable it 
weakens the character and causes moral lapsing or makes the life a 
very paradoxical or contradictory one. It tends lo make the career

1 he 
procession of the Equinoxes is caused by the ’ motion J of the Sun 
through space, which makes the cancellations appear to move 
forward against the order of the signs at the rate of 5 o| seconds 
per year, A simple calculation will show that at this rate the 
cons lei lat ion Taurus {Hcb. Akph) was m the first sign of the 
zodiac at the beginning of the Kali Yuga, and consequently the 
Equinoctial point fell therein. At this time, also, Leo was in the 
summer solstice* Scorpio in the autumnal equinox, and Aquarius in 
the winter solstice; and these facts form the astronomical key to 
half the religious mysteries of the world—the Christian scheme 
included. The Zodiac wa* known in India and Egypt for incal¬ 
culable ages, and the knowledge of the sages (magi) of these 
countries, wit!i regard to the occult influence of the stars and 
heavenly bodies on our esrth, was far greater than profane 
astronomy can ever hope to reach to. If, even now, when most of 
the secrets oi the Astir am Ay as and the Zoroasters .ire lost* \t is still 
amply shown that horoscopes and judiciary astrology are far from 
being on fiction, and if such men Kepler and even Sir
